May it please youh Excellency, 

I beg to forward detailed tables showing by ages and occupations the number of 
Emigrants from Ireland during the year 18S2, with the ports at which they embarked 
and their intended destinations. 

The number of Emigrants who left Irish ports in 1882 was S9,566, an increase of 10,847 
as compared with 1881 ; the number of males being 47,246, or 6,929 more than in the 
previous year, and of females, 42,320, an increase of 3,918. 

Of the 89,566 Emigrants in 1882, 89,136 were natives of Ireland, and 430 were 
persons belonging to other countries. 

The following Table (I.) gives the number of Emigrants from each province in 1881 
and 1882, by sexes, and the increase in the latter year. Of the S9,13G persons — 
natives of Ireland — who left in 1882, 16,057, or 12‘6 per 1,000 of the population of the 
Province in 1881, were from Leinster ; 2S,848, or 217 per 1,000, from Munster ; 26,0S1, 
or 15'0 per 1,000, from Ulster ; and 18,150, or 227 per 1,000, from Connaught — the total 
number being equal to 17’2 per 1,000 of the population of Ireland in 1881. 

Comparing 1882 with 1881, Leinster exhibits a decrease of 175, whilst Munster 
shows an increase of 7,096, Ulster of 1,980, and Connaught of L,818 persons.

The total number of Emigrants — natives of Ireland — who left the Irish ports from the 
1st of Mav, 1S51 (the date at which the collection of these returns commenced), to the 
31st of December, 1882, is 2,804,740,-1,493,560, males and 1,311,180 females. The 
number for each year is given in the following Table (II.), from which it appears that 
emigration from Ireland steadily increased from 37,587 in 1876 — the year in which the 
■J* smallest number was registered — to 38,503 in 1877, 41,124 in 1878, 47,065 in 1S79, 
whilst in 18S0 the number rose to 95,517, but fell in 1881 to 78,417. In 1882, 
however, an increase of 10,719 has taken place, comparing that year with the previous 
one. In the decade from 1866 to 1875 the average annual number was 74,667, and in 
the preceding decade, from 1856 to 1865, the average number of Emigrants per annum 
amounted to 88,272, while in the four preceding years, from 1852 to 1855, the number 
averaged 148,985 annually. The numbers fluctuated from 190,322 in 1852 to 37,5S7 
in 1876.

The succeeding Table (III.) is m continuation of one published annually for some 
years past, and now gives the number and sex of the Emigrants from each county and 
province from the 1st of May, 1851, to the 31st of December, 1S82. For purposes of 
comparison of the several counties and provinces the per-centage of emio Tau ts to the 
population! is also shown. 

From this table it appears that during the above period 2,838,946 persons emigrated 
from Irish ports. Of these, 2,804,740 were natives of Ireland, and 34,209 were persons 
belongmg to other countries The former number (2,804,740,) represents a proportion 
of 48\) percent, of the population ;t Munster having contributed 967,940 persons, or 
63-5 per cent, of the population of the province; Ulster, 828,730 or 44-2 per cent. • 
Connaught, 370,942, or 41 ‘3 per cent.; and Leinster, 526,460 or 36'6 per cent, of its 
population.! In 110,668 instances the county from which the persons came was not 
specified m the returns ; since 1876, however, this information has been given in every 
instance with the exception of 53 cases in 1 880.

The ages of the Emigrants are given by Provinces m Table IV., from which it appears Ag^ of 

that 74-8 per cent, of the persons who left Ireland in 1882 were between the ages ot * ‘ ' 

fifteen and thirty-five years, the per-centage over that age being 9‘S, and of children 
under fifteen years 15‘4. The corresponding percentages in 1881 were 76-0, 9‘3, 
and 14-7 respectively. The proportion of the Emigrants in 1882, who were from 
fifteen to thirty-five years of age, is less than in i860 and 1881, but greater than m 
1877, 1878, and 1879 ; in 1881 it was 76'0 ; in 1880, 75-7 ; m 1879, 73*2 ; in 1878, 68*5 ; 
and in 1877, 67 ‘2 per cent.

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The following extract from the “General Report” of the Census Commissioners of 
Ireland, 1871, may here prove interesting : — 



“It would appear that about the Census date of 1871, there were registered 8,500,511 persons of Irish 
birth resident, whether iu Ireland or in other countries, where they constitute a settled element of the popula- 
tion. The highest absolute number (1,855,827) of Irish horn is found iu the United States of America ; next 
iu order comes .Great Britain with 778,038 [570,808 in England and Wales, and 207,770 in Scotland] ; then 
follows the dominion of Canada with 219,451, Victoria with 100,408, New South Wales with 62,943, New 
Zealand with 29,733, Queensland with 20,972, and South Australia with 14,255.” [To this may he added, 
from tho same source, 4,377 in Newfoundland, 3,712 in Prince Edward Island, and 3,569 in Western 
Australia.] 

A table, showing the occupations ancl ages of the emigrants of each sex in 1882 will be Occupations 
found on pages 10—1 1. Fr.om this it will be seen that of the 47,246 males who of 
emigrated in that year, 32,955, or 69 '8 per cent., were returned as “labourers.” In Emi S ranta 
1881 the proportion of labourers to the entire male emigration was GS'4, and in 1SS0, 

73T per cent. Of the remaining occupations of males the most numerous were —

The instances amongst males, in which no occupation was specified, only numbered 
6,800, which includes 4,983 children under ten years of age. 

Of the 42,320 females Who emigrated in 1882, 24,633 were returned as “servants,” 
2,534 as “housekeepers,” 2, OSS as “seamstresses,” 5S2 as “ dressmakers and milliners,” 
and 230 as “ millworkcrs.” The “ unspecified,” including “ wives and children,” number 
11 945. 

In conclusion, I beg to state that it affords me much gratification to inform your Excel- 
lency that those members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan 
Police who were selected as Enumerators of the Emigration Statistics, discharged this 
duty with their usual efficiency.
